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NOTES FROM THE SELECTMEN 


Although the official financial statement is given elsewhere 
in this report, we would like to point out a few of the aspects 
which should be of interest to you. 


With the final $1,500 payment this past year, the Town is 
entirely free of debt for ‘the first time since 1939. In addition, 
we have Capital Reserve Funds (Highway Truck and Bridges) 
of almost $6,100. Thus, in spite of increasing costs in all areas 
we have been able to maintain a fairly constant tax rate and 
still pull ourselves out of debt and have a balance earmarked 
for future needs. This in indicative not only of cautious 
spending but also of the fact that assessable new property is 
keeping pace with increased costs. 


It may be interesting for you to note our estimated sources 
of revenue for this year’s budget. Seventy-five percent of our 
revenue will have to be provided by taxation of real estate. 
Of the balance, State sources will account for 4%, local sources 
(including vehicle permits, ete.) will account for 7%, our 1963 
surplus will act to reduce the amount to be raised by 4%, while 
our Capital Reserve Funds account for 10%. 


On the other hand, our outflow in the proposed budget 
channels 43% to our Schools, 1814% for our Highways, 6% 
each to General Government expenses and Public Welfare, 
516% for the County Tax, 444% for Capital Reserve Funds, 
10% for New Equipment (Highway Truck) and 614% for all 
other activities. 


Last year the Selectmen predicted the 1963 Tax Rate with 
greater accuracy than even we expected. This year, if the 
School and Town Budgets are accepted as proposed, the total 
expenditures will be approximately $57,600. Estimating our 
revenues as closely as possible at this date, we feel the tax 
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rate will be lower this year by $1.00 per thousand. It should 
be kept in mind that for every $650 you may add to this 
budget, the tax rate will increase by $1.00 per thousand. 


Because of the wide variance in levels of assessment among 
the towns in New Hampshire, it is impossible to compare tax 
rates unless they are computed on a 100% level of assessment. 
On this basis, Wilmot’s tax rate would be about $20 a thou- 
sand, which would be one of the lowest tax rates in the State. 


It is expected that the Town Road Aid activity this year 
will see the completion of the Elkins Road to the New London 
line. It is hoped that New London will complete their portion 
in the near future so that we may be joined by an all-weather 
road. 


For several years, the Selectmen have been trying to induce 
the Department of Public Works and Highways to make 
changes in Route 4A where it joins our Campground Road. 
This junction, aS everyone is aware, is extremely dangerous. 
We have high hopes that the road will be changed this summer 
to remove this hazard. 


The Selectmen are requesting the purchase of a new High- 
way Truck this year. This will necessitate the withdrawal of 
most of the Capital Reserve Fund set up for this purpose. 
Working in conjunction with the Road Agent, we have arrived 
at an estimation of the probable cost. If you make these monies 
available, specifications will be set and placed for bid. 


We are extremely pleased to note the emergence of several 
community groups this past year. The Wilmot Community 
Association was incorporated, purchased the former Kearsarge 
Grange Hall and has embarked on an ambitious program to 
provide recreational, social and educational activities for all. 
It is encouraging to note that the membership of this Associa- 
tion is over 200 at this early date. The Wilmot Little League, 
which had a successful season in 1963, is now to be sponsored 
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and provided for by the Community Association. A Women’s 
Fire Department Auxiliary has also been started and will play 
a large part in backing up our excellent volunteer Fire Dept. 
The Spares and Pairs Club, formerly the Couples Club, has 
provided many pleasant Saturday evening get-togethers for 
its members. 

Each year this Town Report provides you with the agenda 
for the Town Meeting. Whether you are able to be present or 
not, you might like an official record of the actions taken by 
the meeting. We are therefore initiating this year a ‘‘ Minutes 
of the Meeting’’ to be issued the day following the meeting. 
This will relate all the actions taken on the various articles 
and inelude the results of the voting for Town Officials. This 
report will be available at the same places where you received 
your Town Report, at the Office of the Town Clerk and through 
any of the Selectmen.

REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND YOUR DISTRICT CHIEF 


During the past year New Hampshire faced the greatest 
forest fire threat to its woodlands in more than sixty years. 
The continued drought brough't home to our citizens, as never 
before, the potential threat of destructive fires to their beauti- 
ful and valuable forests, homes and livelihood. In true Ameri- 
can tradition of meeting a common threat by volunteer effort, 
this fire danger was minimized by active prevention, patrol 
and a relinquishing of personal rights for the common good. 
It was the greatest demonstration of public cooperation ever 
experienced by those responsible for local and state fire con- 
trol. The ready forces of volunteer fire services kept the losses 
low. For their effort and public response the general fire 
service expresses its heartfelt thanks for a job well done. 

Prevention however, is not just an activity for the bad 
fire years. It. must be practiced until it becomes a part of our 
public conscience — a habit. Just plain carelessness with fire 
causes too many of our fires. 

The following practices and suggestions will help: 

1. Always have a permit for outdoor burning and burn within 

the terms of the permit and in a safe place. Burn late in the 

afternocn when the wind is down or on rainy or damp days. 

Check your fire and if winds develop extinguish it promptly. 

Carry your rubbish to the public dump — it’s safer. A 

neglected backyard incinerator causes many fires. 

3. Never discard lighted cigarette or match. Make this a year 
round habit regardless of the safety of your surroundings. 

4, Children-eaused fires are now a major concern. Keep matches 
away from them and teach them to respect fire and not 
make rt a subject of ‘play. 

Let’s all join with ‘‘Smokey the Bear’’ and ‘‘Keep New 
Hampshire Green’’ and growing in 1964.

It is the opinion of the School Board that the townspeople 
of Wilmot can view their school facilities with pride. 

The physical condition of ‘the Center School is excellent. 
The building is sound and in good shape. Storage and space 
conditions, both in the classroom and other areas, are fine. 
Lighting, heating, and toilet facilities are also good. The new 
desks, chairs, shades and the fresh paint produce a cheerful 
atmosphere conducive to the learning process. A new duplica- 
tor, added text and reference books and expanded T.V. activity 
give the teacher better tools for her task. In the near future, 
it should not be necessary to make any major changes to keep 
this school in good condition. 

The Flat School is also almost to the desired standard. 
The installation of the new heating system has produced desir- 
able results in the realm of space and health. The desks 
presently in use are comparatively new and of the type re- 
quired. We also have some desks in reserve for the future. 
Textbooks and encyclopedias have been upgraded. <A few 
desirable changes remain. We need better book and teaching 
aid storage in the classroom patterned after the facilities in- 
stalled in the Center School. Badly needed also is a suitable 
facility for enabling a child to He down if temporarily upset. 
These two projects can easily be combined. The changing of 
the old clothing storage rack, heating ducts and earlier lighting 
installations highlight the overdue need to repaint the entire 
interior. These are the projects for which we have included a 
request for $700.00 in the new budget. This sum should be 
sufficient also to paint the front and back exterior walls which 
have yellowed badly. 

We wish to thank the townspeople, bus drivers and teachers 
for their cooperation which has made our task so much easier.
